The Porton Nigra, a huge for~ 
tifled gnteway, once part of the 
ancient city wall, is one~of the 
most striking of the old monu-~ 
ments of Teves, It ts made of 


‘hue, stone blocks fastened with 


jron braces and without mor- 
tar. It rises to a height of threo 
storeys and surmounta two 
smoller gateways, one for in- 
coming, the other for outgoing 
tramc. 

In the outskirts, on the op- 
posite side of the town, is what 
‘s left of the huge Roman ani 
phitheatre. Outlines of sent 
tiers, dens for the llons and 
rooms for the gladintors can be 
Gistinetly traced. 

There are extensive ruins of 
the pulace that once housed the 
emperors of Ronie. Remnins tn- 
elude the foundation work of 
spacious Roman baths and the 
apparatus for heating them.
